The manage­ 
ment had three thousand ash trays 
made with the initials of the hotel 
stamped on them. These were placed 
about the new hotel on the opening 
day, to save floor coverings and 
tables. The next morning it was dis­ 
covered that there was not a sing! 
ash tray in the place. Eu-ry one had 
been carried off by the guests.

One of the Englishmen exclaimed: “Confound you Yan­ 
kees! What English company would ever think of hiring a 
man to look ahead twenty-five years r 
Coming to the end of all these meetings, I concluded thal 
it is a waste of time to worry about the future of American 
business. 
We have an asset more fundamental than gold supply, 
or raw materials, or electric power, or clim ate. 
That asset 
is a restless dissatisfaction with the past, a spirit of continu­ 
ous improvement. 
As long as we are inspired !>y that spirit I believe that our 
future is secure. We shall not go down to d estru c tio n . 
No matter how often we may tremble on the verge.

A Potato Substitute 
Many person* like plain chestnuts 
lerved as a dinner vegetable. They 
may take the place of potatoes or be 
Served instead of a second vegetable 
The large Italian chestnuts look bet­ 
ter, perhaps, but the others answer thn 
purpose. They should first be shelled 
by cutting them with a cross and 
putting them with a little cooking 
oil in a skillet and heating. After they 
•re shelled, boil until tender. Ilasn 
and serve with butter and salt. 
Croquettes 
Chestnuts make a very good sub­ 
stitute for meat in the main course of 
the meal. Here is a rule for makif 
it i 
tay 
Shell about four dozen fair-sized 


cgpquettes that will serve as such 
dish or that may be used as an entree. 


chestnuts as described above and boil 
about a half hour. Put through the 
meat grinder or a vegetable press, and 
•dd two tablespoons of butter or sweet 
cooking oil and pepper to season. Add 
• cup of cream or rich milk and three 
beaten eggs and mix well. Now cook 
in a double boiler for ten minutes, 
stirring to keep from lumping. This 
should be • thick paste. If not thin 
enough add more cream. Allow it td 
cool, form into croquettes, dip in egg 
and cracker crumbs and fry in deep 
fat.

Boil one quart of chestnuts until 
tender, remove the kernels and presc 
through a colander. Add to this oot 
teaspoon of salt, the yolks of two 
t n s whipped into half a cup of milk. 
Next stir in half a cup of flour con­ 
taining one teaspoon of baking pow­ 
der. Fold in the beaten whites of tbt 
eggs and bake in pans. 
Good N ut Cakes 
One-third cup butter, one cup fint 
granulated sugar, one and three- 
quarters cups sifted flour, two and 
one-half 
teaspoons 
baking-powder, 
one-half cup milk, one-hilf teaspoon 
vanilla, three egg whites, one-half cup 
chopped nuts. 
Cream the butter and sugar. Sift 
the dry ingredients together: add part 
of the creamed butter and sugar; ada 
the milk and the remainder of the dry 
ingredients: beat thoroughly; add the 
flavoring and beat; add a part of the 
chopped nuts, cut and fold in the 
whites of the eggs beaten stiff Turn 
into tin and add the remainder of the 
chopped nuts, li.ike in a moderate oven 
thirty-five or forty minutes.
